Buat
nothing comes of all this perambulation by
land aud tacking by water. The old Sea Dog
quietly puraues his way from one point to
another, acoommodating himself to the man-
ners and oustoms of each nationality he visits,
arousing the utmost enthnsiasm whila he re-
mains, and leaving the most enduring and
flattering impression when he departs. And
yet nothing comes of it. He talks blandly and
{latteringly to the Bultan one day, and on tie
next receives and encourages a Cretan deputa-
tion; he plays the very humble and obedient
gervant to the petty King of Denmark, and
then tosses off a bumper with the royal au-
tomaton of Prussia, under the management of
Count von Bismark.

The Treaty of Paris closed the
straits to the navies of the world; and very
wisely, for the only argunment in favor of
throwing them open to men-of-war would be
to permit those sailing under diffsrent and
jealous flags to raise a smoke on the peacefal
waters of the Black Sea.
